To learn just how much.pain'would' 


be' caused -by the.constant clripping-.oi 
water on the body several'students' at 
Wichita, Kan., have tried:it. A gallor. 
of water was to be loosed;drop by drop 
from a height ofe three feet, lhe"arops. 
falling at intervals "'of about two 'sec- 
onds. . A 
gallon of .water, contain'- 


about 61,440 drops, and at this, rate It 
would take over 34 houi-s to complete 
the task. One. of'the students- was 
seated, at a. table, and. allowed his lef i 
hand to be fixed immovably to tht 


I table,, so as to insure every drop .stria 
ing the same spot-on the back of .the 
hand. ; The apparatus for dropping, the. 
water was: adjusted'and the experiment 
tiegan. For .the first 45 minutes he'ex-
